The  principal  address  at  the  a\\rards  ceremony  was 
made  by  Vice  President  Alben  vJ.  Barkley,  who  prais- 
ed the  contribution  being  made  to  tho  nation's 
agriculture  by  employees  such  as  Hr.  Brown.  Seven- 
ty other  employees  of  agricultural  agencies  receiv- 
ed similar  awards,  ten  of  them  from  Farmers  Home 
Admini s trad  i bn . 

Through  Hr.  Brown's  influence  one  of  the  most 
successful  dairying  operations  in  the  entire  state 
has  been  built.  He  was  instrumental  in  .bringing  in 
tho  first  registered  Jersey  bulls  in  Hisc-Couity, 
organizing  a Couiity  Jersey  Cattle  Cly.b,  many  of 
whose  mcmibcrs  now  belong  to  the  national  Jersey 
Cattle  Club. 


There  arc  now  J)00  Grade  A Dairymen  in  the  county 
150  of  whom  were  originally  financed  by  Farmers 
Homo  mdi-dnis tration  program.  There  have  been  no 
failures  and  there  are  no  delinquent  accounts  - a 
testimonial  of  the  successful  methods  that  Brown 
has  put  into  effect  with  tho  dairymen.
